The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance of claims 1-6 is the inclusion in a fixing 
apparatus having a magnetic field absorption section that is located opposite the 
magnetic field generation section and absorbs the magnetic field generated by the 
magnetic field generation section; and a heat-producing rotating element that is gripped 
and rotated by a pair of pressure members so as to pass between the magnetic field 
absorption section and the magnetic field generation section. This in combination with 
the rest of the limitations of the claims is found in all of claims 1 -6, but not disclosed nor 
suggested by the prior art of record.
